I have  the  honor  to  submit  to  you  my  Report  on  the  Health  of  the  District  for  the  year  1908. 


The  estimated  population  to  the  middle  of  1908  is  1,650. 


During  the  year,  33  deaths  were  registered,  viz.,  15  males  and  18  females,  giving  a Death  Rate 
of  20  per  1,000  per  annum,  as  against  20'7  per  1,000  in  1907.  These  deaths  were  distributed  as 
follows

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The  number  of  births  registered  amounted  to  58,  viz.,  32  males  and  26  females,  giving  a Birth 
Rate  of  35’1  per  1,000  per  annum,  as  against  37'2  per  1,000  in  1907.

The  greatest  number  of  deaths  occurred  in  old  people  over  65  and  in  children  under  5 years 
old,  the  latter  fact  being  accounted  for  by  a severe  epidemic  of  measles,  which  occurred  in  September 
and  October. 


The  Infantile  Mortality  under  1 year,  to  registered  births  per  1,000,  is  103  (6  deaths),  as  against 
131  in  1907. 


The  Zymotic  Rate  was  4‘2,  as  against  1’8  last  year;  this  again  being  wholly  due  to  the 
epidemic  of  Measles. 


The  increase  of  Births  over  Deaths  was  25.
